WHAT'S  GOING  ON? 

Another  Subscription  Drive,  for  the  month  of  November.     A  quic  k  look  at  the 
monthly  income  (on  this  page)  is  one  reason.     A  positive  reason  is  the  necessity 
of  completing  our  new  transmitter  near  the  end  of  this  year  to  take  advantage 
of  a  90,000  dollar  matching  grant  from  the  Dept.  of  Health,  Education  and 
Welfare.     We  plan  to  come  out  of  1977  with  a  cash  surplus  (for  the  first  time 
in  years)  after  filling  up  the  hole  we  have  been  struggling  with  for  a  few  years.

In  Taxes  for  Torture  KPFK's  Tim  McGovern  investigates  the  use  of  U.S.

This  documentary,  completed  two 
years  ago,  still  represents  a  definitive  investigation  of  relations  between 
police  practic  es  inside  the  U.S.  and  political  policy  abroad.     In  John 
Tru  del  I  Speaks,  the  leader  of  the  American  Indian  Movement  details 
the  wide-ranging  legal-police  "attention."  afforded  AIM.     Both  programs 
will  be  heard  on  La  Mora  Latina,  Monday,  7th  and  21st  respectively. 

DREAMS  IN  PASSAGE 

KPFK's  regular  program  devoted  to  concerns  of  the  black  community, 
heard  normally  every  Tuesday  and  Thursday  at  5pm,  will  feature  an  ex- 
tensive review  of  conspiracy  directed  against  black  political  movements 
and  leadership.     Included  among  the  subjects  will  be  the  assassinations 
of  Martin  Luther  King,  Malcolm  X,  Fred  Hampton,  and  the  deaths  of 
George  Jackson  and  Los  Angeles  Black  Panther  Party  leaders  John  Hug- 
gins  and  "Bunchy"  Carter.     The  times  for  Dreams  in  Passage  vary  (as 
everything  else  this  month).     Please  check  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  around 
5:00  for  exact  starting  times.

The  amount  of  money  we  need  to  raise  this  fall  is  95,000  dollars.     But  in  the 
last  two  days  of  September,  we  raised  9000,  and  after  the  last  simulcast  with 
KCET,  we  raised  900.     So  the  figure  is  thus  lowered  to  86,000  dollars.     There 
is  another  simulcast  in  October  after  which  we  shall  be  pitching  and  that  amount 
will  come  off  the  total.     Also,  we  have  three  fundraising  mailings  in  process 
which  will  be  used  to  take  more  money  off  the  total  to  be  raised  on-the-air. 

When  the  on-the-air  pledges  plus  the  mailings  add  up  to  the  needed  amount,  we 
shall  cease  and  have  a  celebration  for  the  rest  of  the  month.     The  staff  and 
volunteers  who  shall  be  doing  the  extra  work  will  be  hoping  that  this  can  be 
the  case. 

But,  after  all,  this  isn't  a  marathon!     Most  of  the  programs  are  there,  although 
they  are  shortened.     Most  of  the  pitching  periods  are  indicated  in  the  Folio, 
so,  unless  you  are  a  pitching  fan  (you'd  be  surprised  at  how  many  there  are), 
you  can  avoid  nearly  all  of  it.     The  'philosophy'  of  this  subscription  drive  is 
to  turn  hours  into  40  minute  periods,  and  %  hours  into  20  minute  periods. 
WATCH   FOLIO  FOR  TIMES-— because  rather  than  programs  coming  on  late 
because  of  pitching,  sometimes  they  come  on  early! 

The  hoped  for  result  is  to  drive  regular  non-subscribing  listeners  nuts,  after 
which  they  shall  subscribe.

The  University  of  Southern  California  College  of  Continuing  Education  spon- 
sored a  conference  on  Saturday,  September  17,  entitled  "The    Age  of  Con- 
spiracy."   The  conference  brought  together  former  government  officials  and 
conspiracy  investigators.     The  highlight  of  the  conference  was  a  debate  between 
Daniel  Ellsberg  and  former  CIA  director  William  Colby.     Other  confrontations 
included:  John  Gerassi,  Marxist  political  scientist  and  Ray  Cline,  Deputy  Direc- 
tor of  the  CIA;  Mark   Lane  and  David  A.  Phillips,  former  Chief  of  the  Latin 
American  Operations  for  the  CIA;  in  addition  the  conference  was  addressed 
by  ACLU  Executive  Director  Ramona  Ripston  and  writer  Don  Freed.     This 
program  will  be  presented  on  Open  Journal  beginning  November  3.

Our  computer  (HAL  5001  (  is  located  m  Berkeley,  which 
saves  us  a  lot  of  money  but  is  inconvenient.  We  send 
subscriptions  information  to  the  machinery  once  a  month 
and  it  returns  the  hollo  labels,  bills,  renewal  letter  labels 
and  income  statements  a  few  days  later.  We  send  the 
information  up  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  the  month. 

SO— if  you  send  us  your  check  around  the  8th  of  the 
month,  by  the  end  of  the  week  you  will  be  all  signed. 
sealed,  labeled  and  credited  and  you  will  marvel  at  the 
miracle  of  efficiency  of  the  electronic  age. 

BUT— if  you  send  us  your  check  around  the  10th,  the 
machinery  will  not  know  for  about  a  month.  Your  Folio 
will  not  start  (or  contmue)  until  about  6  weeks  later  and 
you  will  have  another  bill  generated  several  days  after  you 
have  paid  it  (and  mailed  to  you  a  week  or  two  later).

CALIFORNIA  CONSUMER'S  CLUB  PORTION  OF  3729  CLUB  TERMINATED 


As  of  November  1,  1977,  KPFK  will  no  longer  be  offering  membership  in  the  California  Consumer's  Club 
as  part  of  3729  Club  membership.     Instead,  KPFK  will  be  expanding  its  Film  of  the  Month  Club  and 
the  3729  Club  will  be  called  the  KPFK  Film  Club.     Membership  will  cost  $60.00  a  year  rather  than 
$65.00. 

The  decision  to  terminate  our  relationship  with  the  California  Consumer's  Club  was  made  by  the  staff 
and  local  board  of  KPFK  after  a  thorough  review  of  how  many  3729  Club  members  were  regularly 
using  the  CCC  part  of  the  membership  relative  to  the  costs  to  the  station.     It  was  found  that  many 
members  joined  and  renewed  on  the  basis  of  the  Film  Club  alone,  and  were  interested  in  an  expanded 
service. 

All  new  and  renewing  members  of  the  3729  Club  will  receive  membership  in  CCC.  up  through 
the  first  week  in  November.    So  if  you  have  renewed  or  joined  recently,  you  shall  receive  the 
CCC.  membership.    All  current  3729  Club/CCC  cards  will  be  honored  at  the  Film  Club  Films. 

We  continue  to  maintain  a  good  relationship  with  the  CCC  and  if  we  receive  calls  from  interested 
parties  regarding  CCC  membership,  we  shall  refer  them  directly  to  CCC  at  (213)  624-3961.
